Sons of the American Revolution. 



Louisville, Ky.. May 27, 1904. 
Dear Sir and Compatriot:— 

It is the earnest desire of the 
Officers atid Members of this So- 
ciety to enlarge its membership un- 
til it shall include every worthv 
man in the State who may he eligi- 
ble thereto. We therefore bespeak 
your kind offices to aid us in this 
matter, for we have no doubt hut 
that you know a numbei of gentle- 
men who are eligible to our mem- 
bership, and whom you would he 
glad to recommend. Kentucky 
was originally settled almost en- ' 
tirelj by men who fought in the 
Revolution, and whose descendants 
now living in the State to-day num- 
ber thousands. To these men in 
no small measure is due the high 
standard of manhood that has 
characterized the citizens of this 
State, and made her one of the 
foremost of the sisterhood of 
States. 

To keep alive the memories of 
hese men, and the principles for 
which thev fought and dedicated 
their lives, the Society of Sons of 
the American Revolution was or- 
ganized and has always labored.
